Constitution Relating to Levy- 
ing Tax for School Purposes. 
(H. J. R. No. .‘JO.) House Joint Res­ 
olution. 
Proposing an amendment to Sec­ 
tion 8, Article 7, otf the Constitu­ 
tion of the State of Texas, author­ 
izing the levy and collection of an 
ad valorem county tax not to ex­ 
ceed fifty cents on the one hund­

School Taxes.—One- 
fourth of the revenue derived from 
the State occupation taxes, and a 
poll tax of one dollar on everv 
male inhabitant of this State be­ 
tween the ages of 21 and 60 years 
shall be set apart annually for the 
benefit of the public free schools, 
and in addition thereto there shall 
be levied and collected an annual 
ad valorem State tax of such an 
amount, not to exceed 20 cents on 
the $100.00 valuation, as with the 
available school fund arising from 
all other sources will be sufficient 
to maintain and support the public 
free schools of this State for a 
period of not lean than six months 
in each year.
